The 3rd All-African Peoples’ Conference Resolves on: 


**Neo-Colonialism”’ 


The Third All-African Peoples’ 
Conference meeting in Cairo from 
25th March to 3lst of March, 1961, 
having carefully reviewed ‘the current 
situation in Africa, considers that 
Neo-Colonialism, which is the sur- 
vival of the colonial system in spite 
of formal recognition of political 
independence in emerging countries, 
which become the victims of an 
indirect and subtle form of domina- 
tion by political, economic, social, 
military or technical, is the greatest 
threat to African countries that have 
newly won their independence or 
those approaching this status. 

The meeting emphasises the 
examples of the Congo, the French 
Community, the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland which 
indicate that the colonial system and 
international imperialism, realising 
their failure facing the development 
of revolutionary movements in 
Africa, make use of many means 
to safeguard the essential of their 
economic and military power. 

When the condition of national 
independence becomes inevitable, 
they try to deprive this independence 
of the essence of real independence. 
This is done by imposing unequal 
economic, military and technical 
conventions, by creating puppet 
governments following false elec- 
tions, or by inventing some so- 
called constitutional formulas of 
multi-national co-existence intended 
only to hide the racial discrimination 
favouring settlers. 

Whenever such machinations 
appear insufficient to hamper the 
combativity and determination of 
popular liberation movements, dying 
colonialism tries, under the cover of 
Neo-Colonialism or through the 
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guided intervention of the United 
Nations, the balkanisation of newly- 
independent states or the systematic 
division of the political or syndical 
vivid forces, and in desperate cases, 
like in the Congo, colonialism goes 
as far as plots, repressive measures by 
army and police, and murder in cold- 
blood. 

Conscious that Neo-Colonialism 
manifests itself through economic 
and political intervention, intimida- 
tion and blackmail in order to 
prevent African States from directing 
their political, social and economic 
policies towards the exploitation of 
their natural wealth for the benefit 
of their peoples. 

Considers that such countries 
as the United States, Federal 
Germany, Israel, Britain, Belgium, 
Holland and South Africa and 
France are the main perpetrators of 
Neo-Colonialism. 


MANIFESTATIONS OF NEO- 
COLONIALISM 
This Conference denounces the 
following manifestations of Neo- 
Colonialism in Africa: 

(a) Puppet governments repre- 
sented by stooges and even if 
abricated elections and based on 
some chiefs, reactionary elements, 
anti-popular politicians, big 
bourgeois compradors or corrupted 
civil or military functionaries. 

(b) Regrouping of states, before 
or after independence by an imperial 
power in federation or communities 
linked to thatimperial power. 

(c) Balkanisation as a deliberate 
political fragmentation of states by 
creation of artificial entities, such as, 
for example, the case of Katanga, 
Mauritania, Buganda, etc. 


(d) The economic entrenchmen 
of the colonial power before inde. 
pendence and the continuity of 
economic dependence after formal ! 
recognition of national sovereignty, 

(e) Integration into colonial eco. 
nomic blocks which maintain th 
under-developed character of African 
economy. 

(f) Economic infiltration by ; 
foreign power after independence, 
through capital investments, loans 
and monetary aids or technica 
experts of unequal concessions, parti 
cularly those extending for lon 
periods. 

(g) Direct monetary dependence, 
as in those emergent independent} 
states whose finances remain in the 
hands of and directly controlled by 
colonial powers. 

(h) Military bases sometime 
introduced as scientific research ste 
tions or training schools, introduce 
either before independence or asi 
condition for independence.

We have objected strongly to all 
the government ills that are being 
perpetrated on us. In the years that 
have gone by, we have organised 
delegations, made protests, etc., to no 
avail. The British Government has 
shown its position by having 
approved the ruthless oppression 
over Africans in consenting to all 
that we are a victim of today. 

But the tide is changing. We are 
no longer amenable to bribes and 


bluffs financial or intellectual. We 
have now set our own pace towards 
freedom and we are resolved to 
stick to it in furious determination if 


_ necessary. We shall not be distracted. 


We are presently at the stage of 
pressing for the solution of our 
problem through the convention of a 
constitutional conference. 

This we do from a supreme desire 
to see a solution of the problems by 
peaceful agreement. For _ this 
approach alone, we have already been 
answered by bullets and scores of our 
people have lost their lives. This 
explains clear enough the intentions 
of the settlers to resist any such 
solution. At the same time this 
justifies us to consider some matter 
effective means of bringing about a 
solution.

(c) Military personnel in armed 
forces and police, as officers or 
advisers who serve above all the 
colonial interest directly or through 
local officers who remain loyal to 
their former masters. 

(d) The representatives from 
imperialist and colonial countries 
under the cover of religion, Moral 
and Cultural and Trade Unions 
Youth or Philantropic Organist 

(e) The malicious propaganda by 
radio, press, literature controlled by 
imperial and colonial countries, as 
well as in some independent African 
countries where press and radio are 
still owned by imperialist powers. 

(f) Puppet Governments in 
Africa being used by imperialists in 
furtherance of Neo-Colonialism, such 
as the use of their good offices by the 
neo-colonial powers to undermine 
the sovereignty and aspirations of 
other African States. 


MEANS OF FIGHTING 
NEO-COLONIALISM 


The Third All-African Peoples’ 
Conference, whose very reason of 
being is the mobilisation of African 
masses for the liberation of Africa, 
is firmly convinced that it is by inten- 
sifying this mobilisation that African 
will find the most efficient way to 
fight Neo-Colonialism and to extract 
the last roots of imperialism. 
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It is the duty of popular, political, 
syndical, youth and women or- 
ganisations, not only to inspire and 
to wage the struggle against Neo- 
Colonialism but also and above all 
to be vigilant to control the correct 
application of the general outline 
and denounce all those who attempt 
to deviate it from its real objectives. 


The Conference realises that the 
struggle against Neo-Colonialism 
must be associated with the struggle 
against all forms of opportunism 
which is the mask of imperialism 
accomplices. 


It is therefore by the awakening of 
the conscience of masses by the 
establishment of landmarks of real 
liberation, that the masses will be 
freed from the power of certain 
slogans and formulas that only serve 
as a camouflage for colonialism. 

That is why, the Conference: 

(a) Condemns the balkanisation of 
emerging states, whether dependent 
or independent, as a way to perpe- 
tuate Neo-Colonialism in Africa 
(Congo, Mauritania, North 
Rhodesia, Buganda, etc.). 

(b) Condemns the federations and 
communities created before inde- 
pendence under the patronage of 
colonial states. 

(c) Invites all independent African 
States to give aid assistance to 


liberate the African countries still 
under foreign domination. 

(dq) Urges all independent African 
States which still retire foreign 
military and para-military bases, to 
liquidate these bases as soon as 
possible. 
(e) This Conference re-affirms its 
determination to continue to 
mobilise popular mass opinion to 
denounce enemies of true independ | 
ence and agents of Neo-Colonialism, 
camouflage in all possible forms. 
(f) This Conference denounces aid 
with expressed or un-expressed 
strings attached. 

(g) This Conference urges the inde 
pendent African States to intensify 
their efforts for the creation of a 
effective form of co-operation among 
the African States in the Econom, 
Social and Cultural domains, i 
order to frustrate Neo-Colonialism. 
(h) This Conference deplores the 
attitude of some independent African 
States who, under the guise o 
neutrality, are passive even on vila 
matter affecting the whole of Africa, 
and who, by their passive activities! 
fact promote the cause of Neo 
Colonialism. 

(i) This Conference calls for the 
immediate launching of the Al 
African Trade Union Federation ® 
an effective means of counteractilt 
Neo-Colonialism.
